2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) as having novelty in the pharmaceutical art. 

Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) as having industrial applicability in the pharmaceutical art. 

Claims 1-35 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Beck et al. (6,197,746 Bl). 

Beck et al. teach the use of secretin and secretin compounds to treat autism and other neurological, behavioral and 
immunological disorders. 

The instant invention differs from the cited reference in that the cited reference does not teach secretin is used to treat 
schizophrenia and schizoaffective disorder. However, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to administer the said 
secretin to a subject suffering from schizophrenia since schizophrenia is a behavioral disorder and secretin is known to treat 
behavioral disorders. Thus to treat schizophrenia with secretin is expected in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
